gs uch meek and truly-Chriſtian-tempers are ye- 
ry rely to be met with in this peeviſh, ſtub- 
boro, and finful Age we live in; yet the world 
is fever without one Phœnix: when 3114 
thought himſelf alone, there were ſeven thou- 
ſand in 1/raeel that had not bowed their knees 
to Baal; and bleſſed be God, he has even now 
given us a great and extraordinary tryal, for 
our imitation 3 and of .a miraculous Recom- 
pence ccnferred upon him for the ſa me, for our 
ſuppor andencouragement.” The true Account 
whereof is thus, 


At a place called Dari in Gloxcefter ſhire, 
there lives an honeſt ſubſtantial Farmer, one 
that had no other deſigne in his Religion, but 
to ſerve God, and ſave his own Soul; and there- 
fore though his Zeal were as feavent as the 
higheſt Pretenders , yet it did not blaze and 
crackle ſo much, his aim being to approve him- 
ſelf to God, rather than to appear as ſome body 
to men. 

la the laſt Winter, about the month of 0F0- 
ber, it happened that by the careleſſneſs of one 
of his Servants going into the Stable in the K- 
vening with a Candle, a parcel of Straw took 
fire, which in a moment, as 'twere, burnt down 
the ſaid Stablez and thence, growing more fu- 
rious, ſeized upon a very large Barn that ſtood 
neer, being * Corn, = aving not hag op- 

rtunity to thraſh any of it; it was preſent 
os dlicoverel 
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diſcoveted, aud all t e p got that could be, 
but to no great purpole ; for all the Art they 
could uſe, bath by flinging water and otherwiſe, 
did but, as it were, rather encreaſethan quench 
the flames 3 ſo that at laſt concluding it impoſ- 
ſible to maſter it, or ſave the Barn, they reſolved 
to imploy their Induſtry to ſave as much as 
they could of the Corns and with much ado 
they breaking down a Wall, got away part of 
one Bay of Wheat, though much of it was burnt, 
and the reſt ſtrangely dried and ſcorcht with 
the violence of the fire; and as for all the reſt 
both of his Wheat, Oats, and other Grain, as 
likewiſe his Hay, and Winter- provender for his 
Cattle, the ſame was wholly conſumed and de- 
ſtroyed, and his Barn burnt downto the ground, 
to the loſs of about two hundred pounds. 

After the fire. had exerciſed its utmoſt fury, 
and the hurry and confuſion was a little over, lo 
that people had time to reflect on what bad hap- 
pened, great was the ſorrow of the Neighbours 
for the diſaſter, which they really beligy'd would 
be his ruine, and ſo ſeveral told bim: but eſpe- 
cially his wife made a moſt ſad cemplaint , ag- 
gravating their preſent loſs, and the ſadneſs of 
their future condition; that they Mould ſtarve 
and waat bread; that allthat ſhould either raiſe 
their Rent, or ſupport their Family, was de- 
ſtroyed, and they utterly undone. To all which, 
the good man ſaid little, but eadeavoured to 
comfort her, and to look upon it as the act ef 
God 3 and that to murmur againſt his Fatherly
